45,000 strode the Mighty Mac for annual bridge walk 


Beautiful weather greeted 
more than 45,000 people who 
came to walk the Mackinac 
Bridge on Labor Day. It's one of 
the largest crowds for the an- 
nual Mackinac Bridge Walk 
since the 50th anniversary 
walk in 2007, when 60,000 
walked the bridge. Mackinac 
Bridge Authority (MBA) Exec- 
utive Secretary Bob Sweeney 
said a combination of factors 
contribute to those numbers. 

"Low gas prices and an im- 
proving economy helped, but 
the weather was huge," 
Sweeney said. "We couldn't 
have asked for a better day." 

Crowds were so large that 
the bridge authority extended 
the window for people starting 


the walk from the usual 11 a.m. 
to nearly 2 p.m. 

Gary Engle of G-Man Enter- 
tainment, who has been master 
of ceremonies for the bridge 
walk for 25 years, believes the 
big numbers included many 
first-time walkers. His unoffi- 
cial "polling" at the starting 
line showed 20-25 percent of 
one of the biggest crowds he's 
ever seen were new walkers. 
However, another big segment 
of walkers are families who 
have made the walk a tradition. 

"When I ask people where 
they're from, I hear Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, but from all 
over the world they're coming 
here," Engle says. "It's a mar- 
velous event with some won- 


derful people." 

Sweeney said that in addi- 
tion to his staff and local volun- 
teers, law enforcement and 
military personnel help make 
sure the event ran smoothly. 
This year, the walk had assis- 
tance from the Michigan State 
Police; the U.S. Coast Guard; 
the St. Ignace and Mackinaw 
City police departments, the 
Mackinac, Emmet, and 
Cheboygan county sheriffs’ de- 
partments; the Department of 
Homeland Security; the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation; 
the Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians; and the 
Michigan National Guard.

For a second time, Charlevoix-

vancED. This five-year accredita- 
tion, effective 2016-2021, is the 
second time the service agency has 
received this prestigious accredita- 
tion. In 2001, Char-Em ISD became 
the fifth of 56 ISDs in Michigan and 
one of only 10 nationwide to be ac- 
credited. 

“Accreditation provides Char-

The AdvancED Accreditation 
Process provides a national proto- 
col for education service agencies 
committed to systemic, systematic, 
and sustainable continuous im- 
provement. The voluntary process 
supports, enhances, and stimulates 
growth and improvement through- 
out the agency. 

The accreditation process in- 
volves three ongoing components: 
1) meeting high quality standards; 
2) implementing a continuous 
process of improvement; and 3) en- 
gaging in quality assurance 
through internal and external re- 
view. The agency’s accreditation is 
for a five-year term with regular 
monitoring of progress and report- 
ing occurring during the term. 

The path to accreditation began 
in mid-April when a five-person 
AdvancED team spent four full 
days visiting ISD employees, local 
district staff and administrators,

the AdvancED report cited that

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The “Veteran of the Month” 
for September 2016 is Frank 
Joseph Strehl. Born on February 
1st, 1920, in Mancelona, Michi- 
gan and as an infant moved with 
his family to East Jordan, Michi- 
gan where he attended school 
graduating in the class of 1938. 
Strehl was inducted into the 
Army on Nov. 26th, 1941 entering 
into active duty at Fort Custer, 
Michigan and was assigned to 
Company F, 12th Infantry Regi- 
ment, 4th Infantry Division. 
After training for the Normandy 
invasion and being promoted to 
Technical Sergeant and Squad 
Leader, Strehls’ unit departed 
the USA on Jan. 18th, 1944 arriv- 
ing in the European Theater of 
Operations on Jan. 29th, 1944 
and was in the first wave of men 
to go ashore at Utah Beach, 


France participating in cam- 
paigns in Normandy, Northern 
France and The Rhineland. 
Wounded twice by shrapnel on 
June 15th, 1944 and again on 
June 19th, 1944, he recovered 
from his wounds and returned to 
his unit. On November 30th, 
1944, during movement near the 
Siegfred Line in Germany, Strehl 
stepped on a land mine taking off 
one foot and severely wounding 
the other foot. Departing the Eu- 
ropean Theater of Operations on 
Jan. Ist, 1945 and arriving in the 
USA on Jan. 12th, 1945 he was 
sent to Percy Jones Army Hospi- 
tal in Battle Creek, Michigan, 
where it was decided to ampu- 
tate the other foot. It was at the 
Hospital that Strehl met the love 
of his life, Betty Jo Clinard from 
Jackson, Michigan. They were

Michigan Education Trust contract sales soar in 2016 


Purchases of Michigan Educa- 
tion Trust (MET) contracts by 
families saving for a child’s educa- 
tion have soared nearly 76 percent 
in 2016, with the bulk of the in- 
crease attributable to the popular- 
ity of the college savings plan’s 
new Pay-As-You-Go option, MET 
officials say. Through July 31, 
MET sold 1,451 prepaid tuition 
contracts for a total of nearly $30 
million, compared with sales of 
826 contracts worth $20.6 million 
in the same period of 2015. Of the 
contracts sold so far this year, 452 
were of the Pay-As-You-Go vari- 
ety. 

“We’re pleased that so many 
families have decided to make 
Pay-As-You-Go part of their col- 
lege savings strategy, and we’re 
even happier the upturn in MET 
contract sales puts more students 
on the path toward higher educa- 
tion,” said Robin Lott, MET exec- 
utive director. 

“Studies have consistently 
shown a college education is one 
of the best investments available, 
based on the degree holder’s fu-

ture earnings potential,” she 
added. 

MET, the Section 529 prepaid 
tuition program administered by 
the Michigan Department of 
Treasury, locks future tuition at 
any of the state’s public universi- 
ties and colleges at today’s rates. 

Pay-As-You-Go, which MET in- 
troduced in December, allows pur- 
chasers to open contracts by 
purchasing a minimum of one 
credit hour rather than in semes- 
ter increments. The option lowers 
the initial cost of establishing a 
MET contract, which might prove 
a hurdle for some families. 

Another key feature of the op- 
tion is that it leaves the contract 
open to future contributions of as 
little as $25, as opposed to a regu- 
lar lump sum purchase that is 
closed and cannot be added to in 
the future. Also, once a Pay-As- 
You-Go contract is purchased, 
friends and family members can 
contribute to it. 

To help further spur interest in 
college savings — and in recogni- 
tion of College Savings Month — 


MET is waiving the normal $25 
processing fee for buying a new 
contract for the entire month of 
September. 

“We hope the suspension of the 
processing fee serves as incentive 
to get even more families thinking 
about saving for college,” Lott 
said. “As tuition costs continue to 
rise, it’s becoming even more ben- 
eficial for families to save as much 
as they can as soon as they can to 
help fund a future college educa- 
tion.” 

According to the College Board, 
the average published tuition and 
fee price of a full-time year at pub- 
lic four-year institutions nation- 
wide was 40 percent higher, after 
adjusting for inflation, in 2015-16 
than it was in 2005-06. At private 
nonprofit four-year institutions, 
the average published price was 
29 percent higher than it was a 
decade ago.
